Dr. Markoe, a wealthy vestryman 
ot the church, was a friend and per­ 
sonal physician to J. Pierpont Mor­ 
gan, also a parishner there. He was 
56 years old. 
The church was 
crowded 
with 
parishoners many of them represen­ 
tatives ot the wealthiest families in 
Ney York, when the shooting took 
place. 
Dr. Markoe 
was 
walking 
down the left aisle taking up the 
collection while the choir was sing­ 
ing an anthem. As he reached the 
twelfth pew from the rear and lean­ 
ed over to pass the plate, Shelley, 
who was seated next to the aisle, 
whipped out a revolver and fired at 
he physician. 
The bullet 
struck 
him over the left eye and he col­ 
lapsed in the aisle. 
Several women screamed and men 
rushed from their seats, some 
to 
the aid of the physician and others 
in pursuit of his assaliant. Shelley, 
with the revolver in his hand, leap­ 
ed over the body of the physician | 
and started to run out of the church \ 
The choir, led by Charles Safford, I 
continued singing in an efofrt 
to j 
quiet the congregation. 
Shelley continued shooting, his 
second shot, directed af 
members 
of the congregation who were pur­ 
suing him, went wild. 
John 
C. 
Tiednran, the sexton, 
dropped 
to 
the floor in time to escape the third 
bullet, which grazed the cheek of 
J. Morgan Jones. 
Shelley then ran from the church 
into Styvesent Spuare. Dr. Brewer 
was the first man to grab the man’s

Brewer’s thigh. By that time sever­
